Chinese Leader 


Dead at Peking 


End Comes Long After His 
Life Had Been Given Up 
by Physicians 
Career of Aged Statesman

Few, if any, statesmen, past or 
present, have Known more ups 
and downs, more victories and de- 
feats, mote loyalty or more treach- 


ery, than Dr. Sun Yat-Sen, the 
firat provisional President of 
China, frequently called “the 


Father of the Republic” and often 
referred to as the “George Wash- 
ington of the Far Fast.” 

The name of Dr. Sun first be- 
can to appear in newspapers of 
the western world back in the late 
"80's, when his vigorous prunounce- 
ments against his arch-enemies, the 
dvnastic Manchu Emperors of 
China, aftracted some slight st- 
tention. He was then living in 


however, when he essayred the firat 
of his many revolutions, his name 
hae become almost as well known 
to the Occident as it is to the 
four hundred million Chinese na- 
tionals on behalf of whom he spent 
a lifetime of unremitting hard- 
ship and constant danger. 


FIRST PRESIDENT 

Dr. Sun was twice named to the 
highest constitutional office in 
China—-the first time tn the fall 
of 1911, when he was proclaimed 
the first provisional President of 
the Chinese Republic, and again 
in May, 1921, when he was clected 
President of all China. 

Preceding his first election, the 
Chinese people, rising in their 
wrath against centuries’ of bad 
government under the monarchial 
Manchu and previous dynasties. 
overthrew the existing government 
and set up a republic. All of 
South China and most of the Yange- 
tse provinces were thus brought 
under a single banner. 

The strongest man in North 
China at that time was Yuan Shih- 
kai, Governor of Chi-ll Province. 
Determined that the country 
should be united under one lead- 
er, Dr. Sun, after establishing what 
might be termed an experimental 
government in the south, resigned 
in favor of Yuan Shih-kal. This 
marked the beginning of the end 
as far as Sun's infant republic was 
concerned, for while Yuan Shih- 
kai was strong enough to guide 
the ship of state, he likewise had 
personal ambitions centered in a 


new dynasty.

ABOARD U.S.8. SEATTLE, off 
West Coast of Mexico, March 11. 
Submarines, not airplanes, “saved” 
the Untted from invasion 


last night and today in the great- 
est naval maneuvers ever staged 
in the Pacific. 

; With the American Navy, 109 
ships of the line and their suxili- 
aries, divided into two fleets. one 
an enemy, attempting to establi«h 
a bese of operations on the Mex!i- 
} can coast, the other defend , the 
| great B-type submarines. Incle 
Sam's newest and most powerful 
undersea fighting craft, dived into 
their first engagement.on the side 
of the defense and wrecked the 
invaders’ plans. 

The S-boats, tremendous under- 
water craft 200 feet long with a 
cruising radius of thousands of 
miles, came from Panama with the 
Blue scouting fleet and last night 
eought out the Black enemy rac- 
ing through the moonlit sea to 
establieh a hostile base of opera 
tions on the Mexican seaboard. 

The Black fleet. a bhackdone of 
giant dreadnaughts protecting their 
supply ships, with a fringe of de- 
etroyvers guarding Ws progress, was 
its goel, About 8 o'clock 
ithe alarm was sounded, but too 
late--the submarines of the Blue 
defenders already had penetrated 
the Black destroyer line, and the 
swift. Biue scout cruisers, coming 
up in the rear of the Black Arma- 
da, completed the route. 

Several! Black destroyers opened 
fire on the S-boats, and one of 
the latter replied with three tor- 
pedoes that found their marks in 
the Black line. 

Then the destroyers of both 
clashed in the fight, and «a battle 
‘royal between destroyers and sub- 
;} marines followed. While this war 
raging the Blue scout crutsers bore 
down on the rear of the Black bat- 
tle line and the invaders were re- 
pulsed.

French Mountain Conquered 
in Blinding Storm 


(This is the third article of a 
series of fwe on mountain climbing 
as told by Val A. Fynn, a St. 
Louisan, to the St. Louis News 
Service. Today he describes feats 
in the Mont Blanc group of moun- 
tains, France, and in the Ramparts 
Range of Canada.) 

[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

ST. LOUIS, March 11.—Another 
outstanding accomplishment of 
Fynn was the first ascent of the 
Aiguille Verte from the Glacter 
d'Argentiere in the Mont Blanc 


group of mountains in France. 


“In company with a friend. I 
started out at 11 p.m.” said Fynn, 


and snow 
conditions unusually good, we 
crossed the glacier and reached 
the foot of the Aiguille Verte at 
4 a.m. Starting up the face of the 
slope, we found it to be one of the 
steepest in existence. The ice was 
hard but the work was straight- 
forward and soon we had worked 
our way off the frozen cliff onto 
the rocks. Here we found extreme

“At about 4 pm. we reached 
the summit ridge but were con- 
fronted with a new dimiculty, hav- 
ing to work our way horizontally 
across the face of the cliff that 
overlooked the Glacier d'’Argen- 
tiere, about 3800 feet below. By 
the time we reached the skyline 
the weather began to break. 
Ominous storm clouds gathered 
over the peaks and the boom of 
thunder echoed on every side as 
the lightning leaped from crag to 
crag. Rain began to fall, rapidly 
turning to sleet.and snow. 


FEAT IS UNDUPLICATED 


“Pushing on to the summit. we 
took only enough time to place our 
record there and started down by 
another and easier route. By 
1:45 a.m. we had nearly reached 
the glacier but had to stand in 
thé shelter of the rocka waiting 
for the morning light to complete 
our journey. Although several 
persons since have tried to ascend 
over the route we took, none so 
far has been able to succeed.” 

Newspapers last August carried 
dispatches telling of Fynn's feat 
in scaling Mt. Geikie In the Ram- 
parts range of mountains in British 
Columbia. Gelkie previously had 
defied all attempts to climb ft. 

“I read an article one day,” 
said Fynn, “about how a Swiss 
party had failed in its attempt to 
zo up Mt. Geikie. Thaf settled my 
doubts at once as to how and 
where I would spend my vacation. 
I got buay with my plans imme- 
diately and got in touch with a 
man whom I knew had a great 
deal of knowledge about the peak. 
We combined our forces with stil! 
a third man and set about doing 
the ‘impossible.’ 

“Being a little out of training, 
we degided to climb Barbecan 
peak, near-by, before attempting 
Geikie. From Barbecan we 
studied Mt. Geikie, and went to 
the southeast face, which we had 
selected for our attempt. 

“At first all went well. We went 
up a long snow gully, very steep, 
requiring great care but not much 
exertion except at the top. where 
we encountered a lot of loose 
stones. , Finally reaching the sum- 
mit ridge, where others had been 
balked by a huge buttress that 
jJutted out, we examined the sit- 
uation minutely. 

“The huge rock confronting us 
had appeared black from a dis- 
tance. Examination revealed it to 
be wet and, of course, too slippery 
for climbing. But from the val- 
ley I had observed with my tele- 
scope that on one side—the weal! 
facing to the south—some sma:! 
ledges seemed to ¢onnect up. If 
that proved pe case, I knew we 
could make t. After reaching the 
skyline it was necessary to cross 
over to the north side of the peak. 

“This was not difficult as we 
| found a unique way to solve it. We 
| discovered a tunnel that emerged 
jon the far side of the mountain. 
Following this through we got 
back to the skyline and reached 
the black rocks. Turning south, 
we found the ledges, and, as luck 
would have it, they connected up. 
Some were very narrow. yet we 
got over and eventually picked our 
way to the summit, arriving there 
about 4p.m. We built a ‘stone 
man, deposited our names in a 
bottie, and descended by the same 
route we came up. By 4 a.m. we 
were safely back in camp, our va- 
cation aim accomplished.’

Those who 
smoke cigars, and the rural ele- 
ment and others who must have 
their “eating tobacco,” escape. 

There were two reasons for this 
discrimination. The legislators fig- 
ured that they did not need cigars 
and chewing tobacco to complete 
the necessary tax money. The 
cigarette tax is going to bring in 
some $1,041,000; smoking tobacco 
will add $140,000, while snuff will 
trail along with $29.586. d on 
present consumption. More than 
this. however, was the obvious 
difficulty in collecting a retail tax 
on tobacco not sold in containers. 
A dealer might stamp a cigar box, 
for instance, but there would be 
nothing to prevent him from fill- 
ing the same box indefinitely and 
evading the tax.

NEW YORK, March 11.—With 
the coming of March, operations 
have been speeded up materially in 
automobile plants. While retail 


sales conditions continue “spotty” 
the volume of deliveries is steadily 
Increasing and dealers almost ev- 
erywhere are confident they will 
have a satisfactory spring trade. 
While the output this month 
probably will be 25 per cent larger 
than last, it will be held closely to 
the actual demands of retailers. 
Manufacturers are adhering rigidly 
to their determination not to over- 
stock dealers and it is quite poasi- 
ble there may be a moderate short- 
age of carg when spring sales reach 
their peak. 
Unit parts and accessory makers 
have increased operations to keep 
pace with passenger-car prodycers 
and are reasonably content with 
the outlook. The year probably 
will bring more important mergers 
in this fleld to reduce operating 
costs and increase profit margins. 
Recent talk of passenger-car com- 
binations, on the other hand, has 
had little foundation in fact. 
Manufacturers of trucks and 
buses are looking forward to the 
best year in history, and with rea- 
son. Business with them will be 
better, relatively, than in the pas- 
senger-car field,

“Raising currencies to their 
prewar pars is undesirable. even if 
it were practical, since this could 
net undo the evil? already done, but 
would merely add new evils. 

“Sentiment in FEurope opposing 
devaluation has become less, and 
although governments do not de- 
sire to accept formally or to dis- 
cuss devaluation til reform is. 
undertaken. government officials in | 
genera! personally realite the ne- 
necessity of devaluation. Banking 
and business interests are almost 
wholly in favor of devaluetion.”’

George 
Lee Miller was plaintiff in the ap- 
plication for a writ of mandate te 
compel the Board of Public Works 
to issue him a permit to construct 
a four-flat building in the West 
Adams district. 

The writ was denied by Judge 
McLucas and Miller appealed to 
the District Court of Appeals, 
which reversed the Superior Court. 
The Supreme Court In turn re- 
versed the Court of Appeals and 
affirmed the findings of the Su- 
périor Court. 

“The establishment of single- 
family residence districts.” reads 
a paragraph of the opinion, “offers 
inducements not only the 
wealthy, but to those of moderate 
means to own their own homes. 
With ownership comes stability, 
the welding together of family ties 
and better attention to the rearing 
of children.”

“Any agreement that by its terms 
le not to be performed within «a 
year from the date of making 
thereof is null and vold unless it is 
written.” 

As the complaint, in Judge Craw- 
ford’s opinion, did not show that 
Abbott's asserted promise to marry 
the plaintiff was written form, 
the court sustained the demurrer, 
throwing the law sult out of court 
without leave to amend it. 

It was sald to be the first time 
this section of the code was in- 
voked in the local court in defense 
of a defendant in «a breach 
promise suit.
